From the outbreak of war America, true to her 
reputation for overflowing generosity and humani- 
torianism, immediately organised in order to send help of 
every kind to aid the civilian population of England as 
well as to augment all those services which were cater- 
ing for the needs of the soldiers.

AMERICAN women and thrj 
war should be divided 
Into two aecCIonn — the 
humanitarian work for Eng- 
land and her allies and the 
training of American women 
for home defence. 

The two outstanding or- 
ganisations for this are the 
British War Relief Society and 
Bundles for Britain. Bundles 
for Britain was the first to be 
organised, and was conceived 
as far back as December, 1D39. 
Since that lime It lias grown 
to Include more than a thou- 
sand branches in every State 
of the Union, In Hawaii. 
Alaska, and Canada.
